Let no "man judg you in reſpett of an Holy 
Day, or of the New Moons, or of the Sabbath- 
Days, which were a Shadow of things to come, 
but the Body is of Chriſt, Yet notwi 
all this care, both of the Apoſtles in gene- 
ral, and more eſpecially of St. Paul, to ſup- 
preſs this Error, it grew up till, and had 
its Patrons and Abettors, Ebion and Cerin- 
thus, two of the wretchedeſt Hereticks of 
the Primitive Times : And after them Apol- 
linarixs is laid to countenance and defend it; 
which doubtleſs made the -Antient Fathers 
declare themſelves fully in it, as a dange- 
rous Point ; it ſeemed to contirm the Jews 
in their Incredulity, and_ might occaſi- 
on others to make queſtion of our Saviour's 
coming in the Fleſh. Hence Jrenexs, Fuftin - 
Martyr,” Tertullian, and Enuſebius, Men of 
Note in the Primitive Times, affirm, that ne- 
ver "any. of the Patriarchs before Moſes's 
Law ed the Sabbath, which queſtion-

Thus having given you the Proofs of thoſe 
who aſſert the Sabbath was given to Man in In- 
nocency, I ſhall now give you the Reaſons urg'd 
by others who affirm it was not given till 
Iſrael came into the Wilderneſs : Their Argu- 
ments are of two forts. 

1, Many of them affirm, that Moſes wrote 
here in Ger. 2. by -a Prolepfis, or way of antici- 
pation. 

2. Others do not ſo much affert that, but

So that if theſe words, Ger. 2.. concerning 
God's blefſing and ſanttifying of the ſeventh day, 
are to be extended, faith one, to relate to 
thing further than to that particular ſey 
day following the Creation, it doth not refer 
to gny immediate Inſtitution of the Sabbath, 
but 15 a hiſtorical Narration telling us what was 
done, and not when it was done. If therefore 
we can find out a certain time when the Sab- 
bath was indeed inſtituted, there is-good rea- 
ſon to conclude this Text refers to that time, as 
giving 4s the reaſon why God in the Inſtitu- 
tion of the Seventh-day Sabbath made choice of 
that day. 

And to ſum up what I have faid, take theſe 
Arguments. 

1, We may infer, that if the Patriarchs kept 
the ſeventh day, they bad the knowledg of it 
by the Light of Nature, or by a poſitive Com- 
mand ; but they had not the knowledg of it 
by the Light of Nature, nor by any poſitive 
Command, therefore they obſerv'd it not.

Eleventhly,: Let me add one Argument more 
to,prove that the Patriarchs did not obſerve 
the ſeventh day as a Sabbath, viz, If the Pa- 
triarchs and all Mankind from the beginning of 
the World were or had been obliged to keep 
the Seventh-day Sabbath, certainly there had 
been ſome account given of the Penalty or Pu-

Evident it is 
that they knew what Puniſkment was to be in- 
fliced for the breach of other moral Precept 
as Murder, Adultery, &c. and if this were 0 
like nature, 7, e. a pure moral Duty, how came 
it to paſs that God dilcover'd not the Penalty to 
them for violating this Precept ?

True, uw the next words God 
declar'd that the ſeventh Day (tould be rhe 
Jews Sabbath, whom he took into a Legal and 
Typical Covenant, and Church-ftate, to be his 
own People : The ſeventh Day is the Sabbath. of 
the Lord thy God;, not thy God. in Chritt u 
the terms of the new Covenant ; no, no, but 
thy God in a legal, and external Covenant. 
And fo their Sabbath was given to them upon 
the terms of the Law of Creation, or the Co- 
venant of Works, which is a legal, relative 
and external Covenant God enter'd into wit 
the whole Houſe of Iſrael, or Nation of the 
Jews, even them and all their natural Secd as 


My Brethren, upon this foot of account was 
the Seventh-day Sabbath founded; not in Chriſt, 
& on a new Covenant bottom; nor given to 
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Deut. 5. 1. 


, - what was to come, and principally refers to 
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New-Covenant Children as fach : but it wx 
bottom'd upon the Covenant of Works, and 
only given to that People whom God 
out of the Land of Egypt, and redeem'd fron 
Egyptian Bondage. when he enters inty 
that Covenant with them, he poſitively fay 
therefore he gave them his Sabbaths, which wa 
a ſhadow of a far greater Work that d 
Creation, and of a greater arm a. tha 
that out of Egypt. I heard lately of one wh 
fid, this was his chief reaſon of obſerving the 
Seventh-day Sabbath, becauſe it was given to 
God's Covenant-People, &c. not being ableto 
diſcern between that legal and typical 
nant made with the whole Nation of Ira 
( which took in their fleſhly Seed as fach) and 
the Covenant of Grace. ” 

Moreover, Expoſitors obſerve concerning tht 
cloſe of this Commandment, ver. 11, Wh 
fore God bleſſed the Sabbath-day, and ſan 
fed it, that 'tis not ſaid the ſeventh day he 
but the Sabbath-day. One day . in ſeven, and 
not the preciſe ſeventh Day from the Creation, 
is by a poſitive Command in this place intims 
ted to be God's Will and Pleaſure to beob 
ſerved to the end of the World. 

But the preciſe Seventh-day Sabbath given 
to 1/rael, I (hall prove is not the moral part d 
the fourth Commandment, but a ſhadow d 
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Chriſt, and to that ſpiritual Reit Believers & 
ter into when they firſt cloſe with him.
